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ANNUAL REPORT ON SOUTH INDIAN EPIGRAPHY 
FOR THE YEAR . 1931-32 


PART I. 


PERSONNEL. 


In their letter No. 238- Arch y., dated the 27th May 1931, the Government of 
India sanctioned the reorganization ofthe Epigraphical branch, in consequence 
of which the post of the Superintendent for Epigraphy was transferred to 
Madras from the office of the Government Epigraphist for India, Ootacamund, 
with effect from the 4th December 1930. Accordingly Mr. K. V. Subrahmanya 
Ayyar continued to be in charge of this office from that date till the 15th 
August 1931, when he went on leave on average pay for four months prepara- 
tory to retirement (Government of India letter No. 329-Archy., dated the 5th 
August 1931). 

2. The post of the Assistant Superintendent for Epigraphy was also trans- 
ferred to Madras as à part of this reorganization, and I entered upon my duties 
‘as Assistant Superintendent at Madras on the forenoon of the 15th July 1931. 
When Mr. Subrahmanya Ayyar went on leave I was appointed as Officiating 
Superintendent for Epigraphy and assumed charge of the office on the forenoon 
of the 15th August 1931. Dr. N. P. Chakravarti, M.A., PH.D., temporary 
Assistant Superintendent in the office of the Government Epigraphist for India 
was consequently appointed as Officiating Assistant Superintendent of this 
office with effect from the said?date (vide Government of India, Department ot 
Education, Health and Lands, Notification No. F. 126/32, dated 2nd June 1932), 
but continued to work in the office of the Government Epigraphist. With the 
transfer of the Superintendent and the Assistant Superintendent to Madras, the 
publication of the series of the South I ndian Inscriptions (Texts) and of 
the inscriptions of the Bombay-Karnatak, previously carried on in the office of 
the Government Epigraphist for India, was also transferred to this office. 


3. The Reader and the third clerk of the office of the Government Epigra- 
phist for India, Ootacamund, were also transferred to this office in this con- 
nexion with effect from June 1931, but the latter was retransferred to the 
Ootacamund office onthe 13th November 1931. 


TOURS OF THE SUPERINTENDENT AND OF THE ESTABLISHMENT. 


4. Neither Mr. Subrahmanya Ayyar nor myself undertook tours during 
the year on account of heavy and urgent work at headquarters. 

5. The Senior Epigraphical Assistant toured in the Chittoor district from 
the 16th February to the 20th March 1932. He visited four selected villages in 
the Chittoor taluk and conducted the epigraphical survey of 63 villages in the 
Punganur taluk of the same district. He secured impressions of 75 inscriptions 
in all a collection full of interest as it represents the early dynasties like the 
Cholas (of the Telugu country), the Banas, the Rāshtrakūtas and the Nolamba- 
Pallavas, which held sway in this region from the 8th to the 10th centuries 
A.D., and thus throws in a synchronistic link between this and the neighbouring 
taluk of Madanapalle, wherein inscriptions of the same period relating to the 
Vaidumbas were discovered in 1922. It may be remarked that, while almost 
all the early inscriptions now copied in the Punganur taluk are in Kannada, 
those of the Vaidumbas in the Madanapalle taluk are in Telugu. In this collec- 
tion is a valuable Kannada inscription of the time of the Chóla king Parantaka 
I, yielding for him the hitherto unknown late date of the 48th regnal year. 
The Junior Assistant (Tamil) visited ten selected villages in the districts of 
Madura, Ramnad and Tanjore and carried out the epigraphicaf survey of 
131 villages in the Kumbakonam taluk, thereby completing the survey of this 
taluk commenced in 1927. His tour lasted from the 19th September 1931 
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to the 5th March 1932 and yielded a total collection of 161 inscriptions, the 
majority of which belong to the medieval Chólas and Pandyas. A few of these 
are of special interest as they throw some fresh light on the system of village 
administration. The Reader finished the epigraphical survey of the Udipi 
taluk ot the South Kanara district which was begnn in the year 1929. During 
the period from the 11th February to the 5th April 1932 he inspected 59 villages 
and copied 108 inscriptions. Nearly half of these belong to the Vijayanagara 
kings and a dozen to the Alupas. Several of these records are in a very 
damaged condition like most of the inscriptions already copied in the South 
Kanara district, due partly to the quality of the stone selected for engraving 
and partly to their constant exposure to the corrosive winds from the adjoining 
sea. Among the inscriptions of the Alupas in this year’s collection is a record 
in characters of the 8th century A. D. which belongs to king Aluvarasa and 
mentions his subordinate Kandavarmmarasa, neither of whom is known 
hitherto from epigraphs. 


WoRK DONE DURING THE YEAR. 


Collection. 


6. During the year 267 villages were visited and 345 inscriptions were 
copied. Six copper-plate grants were also examined, of which four come from 
the South Kanara district. Three of these belong to some late local chiefs, 
while the fourth is of the time of the Vijayanagara king Devaraya (II). The 
most important copper-plate in the year’s collection, however, is a record 
of a hitherto unknown king of Kalinga called Anantavarman, son of 
Prabhafijanavarman and grandson of Gunavarman. He calls himself a 
< Vāsishtha * and issues the grant from (his capital) Vijaya-Devapura. Palseo- 
sraphically the record may be assigned to the 6th century A.D. 


7. The epigraphical collection for the year 1930-31, comprising 374 stone 
inscriptions and 4 copper-plate records, was checked during the year by Mr. 
K. V. Subrahmanya Ayyar who drew up and submitted the Annual Report on 
the same to the Government Epigraphist for India, in July 1931. Under 
instructions from the latter the typescript of this Report was subsequently 
revised by me, in parts. All the calculations of dates made therein were 
revised and some alterations were also made. The appendix embodying the 
calculations of dates in the list of Bombay-Karnatak inscriptions for 1930-31 
included in this Report was also checked by me in this connection. The Report 
has since been approved by the Director-General of Archeology in India and 
has been sent to the Press. A note on the salient features of the epigraphical 
discoveries made by this office during the same year was furnished by me to 
the Government Epizraphist for India for incorporation in the Madras 
Presidency Administration Report. Mr. Subrahmanya Ayyar had previously 
supplied to the Di'ector-General of Archseology a note on the epigraphical 
discoveries of the same year for the Material and Moral Progress Report of 
India. He had also furnished a note on the epigraphical discoveries for the 
year 1930-31, for the Director-General’s Annual Keport. 


The second proof of the Annual Report for the year 1928—29 received from 
the Press was checked again by Mr. Subrahmanya Ayyar with reference to 
originals in doubtful cases, and after its approval by the Director-General of 
Archeology, the final proof was read through by me and the Report has been 
issued during the year. 


The typescript of the Annual Report for 1929-70 drawn up by Mr. 
K. V. Subrahmanya Ayyar and approved by the Director-General of Archeo- 
logy, was sent to the Pr:ss in May 1931. The first proof of this Report which 
was received in November 1931 was fully checked by me with reference to the 
originals and sent to the Piess in December 1931, for revision. The final proof 
is now on hand. 
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Publication. 


8. Before his retirement, Mr. K. V. Subrahmanya Ayyar had revised the 
final proofs of the last 30 pages of Volume VII of South-Indian Inscriptions 
(Texts) and of the Appendices and the Table of Contents of the same volume. 
The volume has subsequently been approved by the Director-General of 
Archeology and sent to the Press for issue. He had also read through the 
galley proofs of pages 109 to 129 of South-Indian Inscriptions (Texts), 
Volume VIII. After Mr. Ayyar’s retirement, the second proof of the first 130 
pages and the galley proof of the next 168 pages of Volume VIII were checked 
with reference to the original impressions. Out of the 360 pages of further 
manuscript material required for this volume, 185 pages were revised by me 
with reference to impressions and got ready for the Press. 

9. In connexion with the publication of the volume of Bombay-Karnatak 
Inscriptions the transcripts of 115 inscriptions with introductcry notes in 
English for each, comprising 300 pages of manuscript, were also got ready for 
the Press during the year. . | 

10. A note was furnished by me to the Director-General of Archeology 
in connexion with the revision of Mr. Longhurst’s book, The Hampi Ruins. 

11. As usual, facilities were given during the year to scholars and the 
public for the study of impressions of inscriptions or their transcripts in the 
office. Special mention may, however, be made of the loan of a large number 
of transcripts to Prof. Nilakantha Sastri of the Madras University for use in 
connection with his studies.

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PART II. 


During the year under review, 267 villages were inspected in the Chittoor, 
South Kanara, Madura, Ramnad and Tanjore districts of the Madras Presi- 
dency and 345 stone inscriptions were copied. Six copper-plate inscriptions 
were also examined. In the former are represented almost all the known 
ancient dynasties of South India, though of special interest are the records of 
the Rashtrakitas, the Western Gańgas, the Banas and the Early Chółas (of the 
Telugu country) copied in the Punganur taluk of the Chittoor district. 


2. Among the copper-plates is an interesting record of about the 6th 
century A.D., belonging to king Anantavarman ‘the lord of Kalinga’ (App. A, 
No. 1). The plates are reported to have been discovered in the village called 
Siripuram in the Chicacole taluk of the Ganjam district. The owner of the 
plates Mr. Manda Narasimham Pantulu of Arasavalli in the same taluk, who has 
readily lent the plates for my examination has already contributed an article 


u on this important inscription to the 
M SE Bee plates of Anantavarman, issue of the Telugu journal Bharati for 
— > Ween tet s September 1931. It has been edited 
with almost a correct text, but the remarks made therein regarding the period 
of the grant and its historical importance require considerable modification. 
The inscription is engraved on two oblong copper-plates strung on to a ring 
which carries an oval seal. The plates measure 6$” long and 21" broad and 
have slightly raised rims. The ring which is 4” in diameter passes through a 
hole about š” in diameter near the proper right margin of the plates. This ring 
passes through, and is soldered into, the bottom of the oval seal which bears on 
one side of it a small projection now broken. The surface of the seal measures 
13” by Iž and it is so much worn out that it is hardly possible even to conjec- 
ture the emblem or legend engraved thereon. In the horizontal position with 
the seal resting on the projection, it is possible to discern a small arched niche- 
like design with an indistinct figure of a deity or what looks also like an animal 
enshrined in it. In the vertical position, that is, with the projection on the 
side of the seal kept to our right, it is possible to suggest that a boat is depicted 
here in the middle of a circle. Since the king of the grant is not known from 
other sources, it is at present impossible to make any definite suggestions 
regarding the emblem depicted on the seal. The ring had been cut when the 
plates were received here. It is probable that there was a third plate also 
which 1s now missing. 
The inscription belongs to king Anantavarman who is styled ‘ Kalingadhi- 
pati, i.e., “the lord of Kalinga. He was the son of Maharaja Prabhajjana- 


varman (Prabhafijanavarman) and the grandson of Maharaja Gunavarman who 
is described as a ‘moon in the spotless Vāsishtha family. It records the 
confirmation by the king of the enjoyment of the village Tontapara as an 
agrahara by eight Brahmans of the Atri-gotra as co-heirs (amtśaka), on the full- 
moon day of the month of Magha in the year Mahiśvayuja. The epithet 
Vasishtha and the genealogy of the king are now known for the first time. 
Though we have already got a copper-plate record of a king named Nanda- 
prabhafijanavarman (Ind. Ant., Vol. XIII, p. 49) coming from the same tract of 
country, i.e., Chicacole, it is premature to suggest the identity of the Prabhań- 
janavarman mentioned in our grant with Nandaprabhafijanavarman, for the 
reason that the latter does not mention his family as Vasishtha. It has 
also to be observed that while the Chicacole plates were issued from Vijaya- 
Sarapalli, the present grant was issued from Vijaya-Dévapura. 


Dr. Hultzsch while editing the Kómarti plates of Chandavarman remarks 
that ‘Chandavarman and Nandaprabhafijanavarman must have belonged to 
the same dynasty” and suggests that the former might be identical with 
Chandavarman, the father of the Śalańkayana Maharaja Vijayanandivarman 
(Ep. Ind., Vol. LV, p. 143). This would naturally make Nandaprabhañja- 
navarmam a * Šālaūkāyana' and not a‘ Vāsishtha, which Anantavarman's 
father Prabhafijanavarman evidently was, according to our plates. This 
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opinion of the Doctor may, however, have to be revised if by any future research, 
it should be proved that Nandaprabhafijanavarman was identical with the 
Vasishtha Prabhaūjanavarman of our record, in which case the Chandavarman 
of the Komarti plates would be different from the Salańkayana king of that 
name, who was the father of Vijayanandivarman. On the other hand it 
is possible that on account of the close resemblance of the alphabets of 
the Komarti plates and our present grant and the territorial proximity of 
the places of their discovery, Chandavarman may have to be assigned to the 
Vasishtha family. Again, it may be observed that Dr. Hultzsch’s suggestion as 
to the identity of the two Chandavarmans does not rest on strong grounds. 
The paleography of the plates of the Salankayana king Vijayanandivarman, 
the son of Chandavarman is clearly anterior to that of the Komarti plates. 
The former appear to be nearer, in date as in style, to the Mattepad plates of 
Damodaravarman (Ep. Ind., Vol. XVII, p. 327), which Mr. Krishna Sastri has 
assigned to a period not very far from the 3rd and 4th centuries of the Christian 
era (4.R. for 1920, p. 95, para. 1), and may, I think, be safely assigned to the 
5th century A.D. But the Kómarti plates decidedly belong to a period later 
by at least a century, to which period also belong the plates under review. 


3. The method of dating the inscription, i.e. in the Maha-Aśvayuja-sarh- 
vatsara, suggests that it must have followed the Twelve-year cycle of Jupiter in 
which the years are named after the lunar months. This fact lends a special 
interest to the inscription since we have very few records known to be dated in 
this cycle. Mr. S. B. Dikshit, writing in 1888, states that ‘out of many 
hundreds of inscriptions only seven 
have been found mentioning the sam- 
vatsaras of it, viz., the five records of 
the Mahārājas Hastin and Samkshobha ; and the two grants of the Kadamba 
chieftain Mrigēšavarman (Fleet, Gupta Inscriptions--Intro., p. 175 and f.n. 1). 
Subsequently one other inscription dated in this cycle has come to light, 
viz., the Betul Plates of Samkshóbha belonging to A.D. 518 (Ep. Ind., Vol. 
VIII, p. 284). Sothe present record forms a useful addition to this small number 
of inscriptions dated in the Twelve-year cycle of Brihaspati*. Almost all the 
inscriptions of this cycle hitherto discovered range in date from A.D. 475 to 
528 (See Table IV, Gupta Inscriptions, Intro.,p. 105). It appears as if this rare 
cycle was in use, even to the very limited extent to which it was, only in the 
inscriptions of the 5th and 6th centuries of the Christian era. The assignment 
of the inscription to the 6th century already made by me is borne out by the 
method adopted in giving the date. 


Records dated in the Twelve-year Cycle of 
Jupiter. 


. While commenting on the palzography of the Komarti plates Dr. Hultzsch 
observes that the characters of the Achyutapuram plates of Indravarman I, the 
(then-known) oldest dated inscription of the Eastern Gangas, are decidedly 
more modern than those of the Komarti plates (Ep. Ind., Vol. LV, p. 148). 
The Achyutapuram plates are dated in the year 87 of the Gángeya era. Now, 
with the help of a copper-plate grant of king Madhu-Kamarnava of this family 
dated in the 526th year of the Ganga rule (C.P. No. 5 of 1918-19) it is possible 
to suggest an initial date for the Ganga era. In the genealogical table 1 on 
p. 186 of Ep. Ind., Vol. IV, is given 
the initial date for the reign of Vajra- 
hasta III, the nephew and successor of Madhu-Kamarnava, which was 3rd May 
A.D. 1038. Madhu-Kamarnava having reigned for 19 years, the 526th year of 
the Ganga era must have fallen within his reign, %.e., between the years A.D. 
1019 and 1038. Even assuming that the copper-plate in question was issued 
in the first year of his reign, the corresponding Christian date would be A.D. 
1019 and this would give for the earliest limit of the era the date A.D. (1019 
526 = ) 493. Consequently the Achyutapuram plates should be assigned to 
A.D. (493 + 87 = ) 580. As on paleographical grounds the Komarti plates and 
the present Siripuram plates are anterior to the Achyutapuram plates, and 
allowing a margin of at least half a century for the difference, the former records

* Mr. K. N. Dikshit has recently brought to light and published another inscription dated in this cycle, 
viz., the Navagrama grant of Maharaja Hastin (G.E. [1]98); vide Ep. Ind., Vol. XXI, p. 124. 
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will have to be assigned to about the first quarter ot the 6th century A.D. 
During this period, the Maha-Asvayuja Samvatsara of the Twelve-year cycle of 
Jupiter occurred in A.D. 528 (Gupta Inscriptions, Intro. page 105, Table LV, 
column D), and before that the year must have occurred in A.D. 504 and again 
in A.D. 516. But assuming the latest limit in this case, the record may be 
assigned to A.D. 528. In this year Maha-Aśvayuja commenced on the 19th 
March (Chaitra, Su. 13) and Magha, paurņamāsī, the actual day of the grant 
would, roughly calculated, be about the 15th of January, A.D. 529. In the light 
of what has been stated above, the opinion of the writer in the Bharati that 
the plates are engraved in Brahmi characters, that they belong to the Ist 
century of the Christian era and that the king does not mention his gotra has 
to be revised.

4. Fight Bana epigraphs have been copied in the Punganur Zaminderi of 
the Chittoor district. They are engraved in characters of the 9th and 10th 
centuries of the Christian era. In most of these the king is called ‘ Mahavali- 
Bāņarasar.” No. 187 from Kurappalle, however, belongs to Vikramāditya- 
Vanarasa who must be Banavidyadhara Vikramaditya L, since the alphabet of 
the record belongs to about the middle 
f of the 9th century A.D. (Plate II). it 
states that a certain Mududan opposed the agression of Kannakkuri during his 
capture of cows, and lost his life in the encounter. The Chikkaballapir plates 
of the Ganga chief Jayatéja (A.D. 810) mention a certain Kannakkuri as an 
ancestor of Jayatéja (Mys. Archl. Rept. for 1914, p. 36). But he will be too 
early for the period of Bāņavidyādhara. It appears probable that the Kannak- 
kuri of the present record was a later member of the family of Jayatéja and 
thus was a Ganga by origin. We know from a few other records that the 
Western Gangas too had some hand in the political conflicts of Puli-nadu at 
this period. 


5. No. 195 belongs to Mahabali-Banarasa and records a gift oi land made 
as balgalchu to Nilagandan, son of Mundan of the Marilitattara family and a 
servant of Bijayāditya, the king’s son, when he met his death while captur- 
ing the fort of Ariyapalli. Bijayáditya of this record may be either Vira- 
chülàmani Prabhumeru Vijayaditya, the son and successor of Banavidyadhara 
Vikramaditya I, or Pugalvipparaganda Vijayaditya IIl, son of Vikramaditya 
TI. The former alternative has probably to be accepted since the alphabet of 
the record belongs to about the 9th century, whereas Vijayaditya LII lived in. 
the beginning of the 10th century A.D. 
Moreover, it is already known that 
Virachilamani (i.e., Vijayaditya Prabhuméru) resisted the attack led by 
Kaduvetti and Maduva against Puli-nadu (4.R. for 1913, page 91, para 13). 


In Nos. 196 and 197 (Plate I) both copied at Vanamaladinne, the king Maha- 
vali-Banarasar is represented as ruling over the Vadugavali-12,000 and the 
Gańga-6,000 provinces. In the former he is stated to have granted land to 
(the family of) Nāgila-Mūlagundura who died while rescuing the cows, when 
the neighbouring king had besieged the village. The inscription is of interest 
as the Bana king claims lordship of the Vadugavali and the Ganga provinces. The record 
runs thus :—

(Ll. 1-6) While the illustrious Mahāvali-Bāņarasa, born of the race of 
Mahabali, who had been made the door-keeper by Paramóśvara, the Lord of 
Suras and Asuras, bowed to by all the three worlds, was ruling over Vaduga- 
vali Twelve thousand and the Ganga—Six-thousand provinces : 


(Ll. 6-9) when (the army of) the enemy-king invaded the village and 
captured the cows, Nāgila-Mūlagundura, son of Mūlagundura, fought with 
the enemy without allowing him to, take away the cows and died in the 
encounter. | 

(Ll. 9-12) Banarasa granted (in memory of his death) one kanduga oi 
land as kal-nidu. Whoever protects this charity will obtain the merit of 
having performed the ASvamédha sacrifice 5 whoever destroys it will be the 
committer of the five great sins (of one) who destroys Baranasi. 


(L. 13) Bonari wrote (this). 


Tt is not known who the * enemy-king ° mentioned in this record was. He 
was probably the Vaidumba chief mentioned in No. 197, wherein he is stated 
to have lifted the cattle, when a certain Amaļam-Kittaņņan fell fighting with 
the enemy. These two records must be assigned to a period prior to the 
destruction of the Banas by the Nolamba king Mahēndrādhirāja, since after 
that event the Banas were reduced to an insigniücant position under the 
Nolambas and could not have held the Ganga-6,000 province, which properly 
belonged to the Gangas, the overlords of the Nolambas. The exploit of 
destroying the Mahabalikula (4.R. for 1913, part II, para. 1 ) must have 
taken place a few years before the period of the Gattavadipura plates of Rācha- 
malla 11, wherein his brother's son Ereyappa is stated to have killed a certain 
Mahéndra, who has been presumed to be the Nolamba-Pallava king of that 
name (Hp. Carn., Vol. XII, Intrn. p. 3). Hence the two records under review 
must be assigned either to Bāņavidyādhara or his son Vijayaditya I, for whom 
the dates Saka 820, 827 and 831 are known. Nos. 229 and 230 at Pedda 
Velagatúru belong to Mahāvali-Bāņarasa and record the fall of heroes in a 
cattle-raid while Balasóma-Bhatira was administering the village. The 
records are written in characters of about the 9th century A.D. 

6. Nos. 172 and 201 copied respectively at Bodinayanipalle and Vanamala- 
dinne belong to the time of Sembiya-Mahabali-Banarasa. As the alphabet of 

f . . the inscription is of the 10th century 
Sembiya-Mahabali-Banarasa (Prithvīpati II) A. D., the chief may be identified with 
and his subordinate Pallava-Dhavala. the Ganga king Prithvipati II, on 
whom the Chóla king Parantaka had conferred the Bana country together 
with the biruda * Sembiya Mahabali-Bayarasa. Both the inscriptions mention 
a subordinate of his named Pallava-Dhavala as administering the Puli-nadu. 
The Bana territory thus passed into the hands of the Chólas under Parantaka I, 
who appointed his own governors over it. An inscription (No. 332 of 1912) 
of Sembiyan-Mahabali-Banarasa already found in Karshanapalle of the 
Punganur Zamindari, mentions a Pallava-Dhavala who is evidently identical 
with his namesake of the two inscriptions mentioned above. Pallava-Dhavala 
is therein stated to have fought with Vikkiyannan, son of a certain Prithvipati, 
and probably killed him. Vikkiyannan had been ruling over the Puli-nādu 
and Pallava-Dhavala evidently acquired the lordship of the nadu by virtue of 
his conquest of Vikkiyannan. 
NOLAMBAS. 

7. Only two records of this family (Nos. 198 and 208) were secured during 
the year under review. They come from Vanamaladinne and Magandlapalle 
in the Punganur Zamindari of the Chittoor district. Of these No. 198 is an 
inscription of Nolambadi-arasa of the Pallava lineage and states that while 
Prithvipati-arasa was ruling over the nadu, i.e.; Puli-nadu, an endowment of 
land was made fora hero who fell in 
a cattle-raid. The chief ig described 
as ‘of the Pallava race? and “one who obtained the five great sounds. An 


Nolambadi-arasa. 
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inscription belonging to king Nolambadiyarasa has been found at Kalakattur 
(No. 306 of 1912) in the Palmaner taluk of the Chittoor district, and the late Rao 
Bahadur H. Krishna Sastri has tentatively identified him with Polalchora 
Nolambadhiraja or his son Mahéndra (A.R. for 1913, p. 90, para. 13). It is pos- 
sible that the king Nolambadi-arasa of our record was identical with that of the 
Kalakattūr record. Prithvipati-arasa mentioned in the present inscription as 
ruling the nadu might be the same as Prithvipati mentioned in No. 332 of 1912. 


8. The other inscription (No. 208-Plate II) belongs to Iriva-Nolamba 
Ghateyankakara Pallaváditya, a later member of the Nelamba family, and gives 
his genealogy from Iriva-Nolamba I downwards as follows :—Iriva-Nolamba, 
his son Nanni-Nolamba, his son 
Polalchóra, his son Vira-Mahéndra, 
his son Ekavakyadéva, his younger brother Iriva-Nolamba (II) Ghateyańkakara 
Pallavaditya. It records the interesting fact that the king being encamped at 
Venduraponne in Paruvi-nadu conferred the title of *Pallaváditya Nolamba- 
Gàvunda on one Basavayya, son of Biráne-Gávunda of Puli-nādu together with 
royal insignia, such asa horse, umbrella, whisks (kuńcha), addanige, throne, 
etc. He also granted him the village Nagekunte in Puli-nádu as a kodańge- 

ift. The king of this imscription is identical with Iriva-Nolamba D of the 
Nélapalli rock inscription noticed on p. 103 of the Annual Report for 1914. 
The camping place and the occasion for honouring the gavunda are evidently 
identical with those mentioned in the Nelapalli record, wherein the king 
similarly honours a merchant as *“Pallaváditya-Nolamba-Setti.”  Iriva-Nolamba IT 
is evidently the Iriva-Nolambadhiraja of the Alür inscription dated in Saka 933 
belonging to the reign of Tribhuvanamalla-Vikramaditya V, whose sister he 
had married (Ep. Ind., Vol. XVI, p. 28). If the princess mentioned in the Ālūr 
inscription is the same as the one mentioned in the Marol inscription of Jagadē- 
kamalla (B.K. No. 60 of 1928-29) dated in Saka 946, it may be gathered that the 
name of the princess was Mahadévi and that she was a benefactress of a Jaina 
basadi of the place. It may benoted that lriva-Nolamba II is here called the 
younger brother and not the son of Ekavakyadeva as in the Nelapalli inscription. 
The present act of Iriva-Nolamba dubbing a chief as a vassal or officer recalls 
to our mind a similar one performed by his father, Vira-Mahéndra, as indicated 
in a record from Karshanapalle (A.R. for 1913, Part 11, para. 14). Among the 
ancestors of king Iriva-Nolamba, Iriva-Nolamba I, the first member mentioned 
in this record, may be identified with king Iriva-Nolambadhiraja to whom 
belongs the Kambaduru inscription of Saka 887 (No. 93 of 1913). He would 
therefore be a contemporary of Vajjaradéva, or Vajjaladéva, mentioned as a 
subordinate of Krishna LII (para. 10 below). The text of the present inscription 
(No. 208) is given below :— f

cattle-raid at Mangala. The record was engraved by Vikramāditya, son of 
Bijayitachari of Koyatür. The other two inscriptions, No. 236 (Plate II) and 
No. 237, which are in Tamil are dated in the 22nd year of Kannaradéva and intro- 
duce the same Vajjaradeva as governing Puli-nádu. The chief Vajjaradéva is 
evidently identical with Vajjaladéva of the Embadi (Chittoor District) inscrip- 
` tion (No. 580 of 1906) who * was ruling Puli-nadu during the reign of Śri- 
Ballaha * Ge, Krishna III) in Saka 887. Koyatar or Kēyārrūr is already 
known as the ancient name of Laddigam in the Punganur Zamindari (A.R. for 
1907, p. 61, para. 38). 


10. There are four inscriptions of this period (Nos. 180, 182, 178 and 
176) which do not mention the ruling king, but refer to Vajjaladeva or 
Vajjaradéva as the governor of Puli-nadu. No. 180 which bears the date Saka 
| His subordinate Vajjaladóva, Saka 886. TIL ocorde ca. pit o e qu E = TA 
who died fighting in a cattle-raid at Mańgala. Though the overlord Kannara- 
déva is not mentioned in this record, Vajjaladéva must be assumed to have been 
his subordinate in this period in the light of the Embadi inscription referred to 
above. Nos. 178 and 182 which are undated refer to the same chief as the 
governor of Puli-nadu. No. 176, however, describes him as ‘ ruling over the 
Earth,’ and records the death of Birabalafijigi, son” of Singhapuli, when Vem- 
ma[ra* sar had captured 300 bulls. This inscription implies that Vajjaradéva 
had by this time assumed independence. This event could not have taken place 
during the life-time of Krishna III who had held in his possession till the end 
of his reign, Tondai-mandalam and the country adjacent to it which must have 
included Puli-nadu. His inscriptions in the Tondai-mandalam range in date at 
least up to his 28th year te, A.D. 967 (No. 125 of 1906). After the death of 
Krishna, his southern dominions appear to have passed from the hands of the 
Rāshtrakūtas. We know from the Karda grant (Ind. Ant., Vol. XII, p. 263) that 
Kakka IT who succeeded Khottiga in A.D. 971-972 defeated the Cholas, which 
shows that the latter had during the intervening period, in the weakened state 
of the Rāshtrakūta power at Mānyakhēta, attempted to regain their lost 
possessions in the north. It may be noted that the Western Chalukya king 
Taila II had shortly after this time (A.D. 973-974) uprooted Kakka II. It 
appears probable, therefore, that Vajjaladéva took advantage of this political 
opportunity and declared independence. The Sravana-Belgola epitaph of 
Marasimha If mentions a certain Vajjaladéva whose unrivalled power was 
crushed by Marasimha at the command of Indra IV whom he had placed on 
the Rāshtrakūta throne. The same incident is narrated in the Chavundaraya- 
purana which states that Chavundaraya, the minister of Marasimha IT, fought 
with Vajjala by the side of his master and acquired the title ‘Samaradhu- 
randhara” by defeating him in the battle of Khádoga. This Vajjaladeva is 
stated to be the younger brother of Patalamalla (Ep. Carn., Vol. IL, S.B. 
No. 281). Dr. Fleet was inclined to identify this chief with Vajjada II of one of 
the Konkan branches of the Silahara family, whose initial date was somewhere 
about A.D. 975 (Ep. Ind., Vol. V, p. 170, fn. 5). Butit is quite probable 
that Vajjaladéva whose rebellion Màrasimha had to quell under the command 
of Indra 1V was the governor of Puli-nadu mentioned in our record of the 
present collection. Regarding the conquest and reconquest of the Puli-nadu 
by the Chólas and the Rāshtrakūtas at this period, reference may be made to” 
the A.R. for 1913, Part II, para. 14. That it was previously a land much de- 
bated between the Banas and the Nolambas is seen from para. 13 of Part II of 
the same Report.

CHOLAS. 


11. Among the Chola, inscriptions collected during the year is an interest- 
ing and important record of Parantaka I (No. 200) coming from the Punganur 
taluk of the Chittoor district. There has been much controversy regarding 
the latest year of the king's reign (vide. A. Jr, for 1925-26, pp. 99, ff. and Ep. 
Ind. Vol. XIX, p. 85). Mr. K. V. — Ayyar has M iri ag a 

"TT PR. . Ci reign of 46 years for the king from 
Parántaka I--his 48th regnal year. his Kandiyür record (S.L.L., y V, 
13 
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No. 570). The late Mr. G. Venkoba Rao considered that Parantaka 
might have died about A. D. 947-48, i.e., in his 40th regnal year, though 
stray epigraphs are found for him for a few years subsequent to that 
date. The contention of Mr. Subrahmanya Ayyar that the king must have 
reigned for 46 years is not only confirmed now, but it is also established further 
that the king reigned for over 46 years by the above record, which isin | 
Kannada and clearly dates the inscription in words “in the forty-eighth regnal year ” 
(Madura-gonda Gē-Parakēsari nālvattentāgē). Thus it will be seen that 
Parantaka lived and ruled at least till A.D. 955, and also that his hold over 
the northern parts of the Chola dominions, 2.e., the modern districts of North 
Arcot, Chittoor etc. continued even up to so late as 955, though subsequently 
this territory passed again into the hands of the Rāshtrakūtas for a short time. 


12. Among the three inscriptions of Rājarāja I collected during the year 
(Nos. 154, 167 and 194), the second which comes from the Chittoor district is 
dated in the 16th year and commences with the introduction Tirumagalpdla etc. 

Rāiarāja T The eulogy given here, however, omits 

ege sss to mention the conquests ot Kollam and 

Kalihgam. This omission may be a mere accident, since they find mention 

in other records ranging from the 14th to the 16th year of his reign (4.R. for 

1892, p. 4). No. 194 from Vanamaladinne in the Punganur taluk dated in the 

18th year of the king does not contain the usual historical introduction but 

describes him as Rajaraja Mummudi-Chéla and gives him the titles Taūjai- 

Ndyakan (the lord of Tafijai) and Sólakón (the king of the Cholas). Mum- 

mudi-Chola is, as we know, a well-known surname of Rājarāja, but the two 
other epithets noticed above are peculiar to this record. 


13. Though Dr. Hultzsch notices the conquests of Edatore, Banavasi, 
Kollipake, Mannai and Ceylon in the inscriptions of Rājēndra-Chēļa I ranging 
in date between his 3rd and 5th years, a record in the present collection 

Rajendra-Chola I (No. 98) dated in his fourth year does 
i PE not mention any of these conquests, 
while one of his 5th year (No. 97) notices the conquests mentioned above 
except that of Ceylon. The latter record is of interest as it mentions as donor 
one Maraikkādan Patañjali-Pidárar (Patafijali-Bhatāra) who was the * Dévara- 
nayakam of the king. This expression probably denotes ‘the master of the 
body of Dévaram-singers’ attached to the king’s palace. A fragmentary 
record engraved in continuation of No. 111 from Tiruloki makes an interesting 
reference to the incident of the king worshipping the sacred feet of the Lord 
at this village, which is only about 10 miles from Gańgaikondaśólapuram, 
while returning with the waters of the Ganges (Rajendrasóladivar Gangaikondu 
elundarulukinra-idattu tiruvadi tolw[du]). The ancient name of this place is 
given as Trailokyamahadevi-chaturvedimangalam, evidently after Rśjaraja's 
queen Trailokya-Mahadevi. The northern expedition of Raj endra-Chola and 
his fetching the water of the Ganges to the south are placed in A.D. 1093 
(4.S.R. for 1911-12, p. 173). The inscription under review, the date of 
which is Jost, should have been engraved immediately after his return. 


14. Another interesting Chola epigraph in tbe collection of the year isa 
record of the 11th year of Kulottunga-Chóla I (No. 74). It recounts the cir- 
cumstances connected with the conversion of some (rahkmadēya lands into tax-

(Ll. 18-21). The royal order graciously issued in the eleventh year (of the 
reign) of Ra(ra)jakésarivarman alias Cha[kravar]tin Kulottunga-Choladeva :— 

(Ll. 21-23). (On) seeing the royal order of Konérinmaikondàn (i.e., the 

king) issued in the eleventh year and on the two hundred and fifty-second day 
(of his reign) in the writing of the. Royal Secretary Alagiyaraghavan to the 
Sivabrahmanas, the Mahésvaras and the devakanmis of the temple of Tirut- 
tàtakai-lévaram-Udaiyàr at Tiruppararral in Manni-nadu, a subdivision of 
Virudarājabhayankara-vaļanādu, to the effect that the regulation made by 
Chēdirājan regarding the devadana villages and the lands and paddy belonging 
to this god, be engraved on copper and stone, they went out (respectfully), 
received (the order), and placed (it) on their heads. The following is the final 
endorsement (kadai-yidu) of Sēnāpati Chēdirāšar (relating thereto): 

(Ll. 24—27). (The king) having been pleased to order that on seeing this, 
the dévakanmis, the manager and the accountant of the temple of Tiruttatakai- 
Isvaram-Udaiyar at Tirupparandal should have the deed engraved on stone and 
copper, viz., that the dóvadana villages and the paddy and the money 
collected therefrom, be utilized for the (daily) expenses of this god and for the. 
food and wages (in money) of the several servants (of the temple), I (Chedi- 
rayar) have drafted this ulvari (tax-statement) according to this arrangement. 


(Ll. 28-29). In compliance with the final endorsement (kadat-yidu) signed 
by the Secretary Sembiyan Seliyan-Velan to the effect that this ulvari be 
engraved on stone and copper, and (also) in accordance with the ulvarz, the 
dévadana village Rājēndranallūr was entered in the tax-register and the 
following deed of gift (ara-dlat) was drafted. 


(Ll. 30-37). “ Hail! Prosperity! (This is the order of) the king Virarajéndra 
Ràjakésarivarma-Perumànadigal Konérinmaikondan, the asylum of the whole 
world, the lord of the goddess of Fortune and of the goddess of Earth, the great 
king of kings, the supreme monarch, the supreme master, the ornament of the 
Solar race, the crest-ornament of the Chola family, the destroyer of the Pandya 
race, (the god of) Death to the family of Ahavamalla, he who thrice saw the 
back of Ahavamalla (in battle), the crest-jewel of kings, the asylum of kings, 
Vira-Chóla, Karikāla-Chēļa—to the ndttdr (assembly) of Manni-nàdu (a subdivi- 
sion) of Rajadhiraja-valanadu, the headmen (kilavar) of (the) brahmadéya 
(villages), the assemblies (ur) of the devadana, pallichchanda, old ara-salabhoga 
and kamimurrittu (villages) and the members of guilds (living therein) :— 

. (Ll. 38—76). In the 11th year of (the reign of) (our) elder brother, the saviour of the 
world, who took the Irattapádi seven-and-a-half-lakhs (country) and who saw 
the back of Ahavamalla twice (in battle), he was pleased to make the following 
gift, while taking his bath in the inner apartments of his palace at Gangaikonda- 
śólapuram, viz: 

* Lands in Panandal, a brahmadeya in Manni-nadu, a subdivision of 
Rajaraja-valanaqdu, measured as follows :— 
(1) lands....excluding certain excepted lands measuring 353 veli and odd ; 


(2) tand in the areca-palm garden, 2 md and odd in extent, 
(3) land in the betel-garden, 14 vel? and odd in extent ;

(4) land in the turmeric-garden, 24 vēli and odd in extent , 

(5) dry land growing green-gram, sesamum and horse-gram, 13 vél? and odd in extent ; 

(6) land growing malligai and karumugai flowers, $ ma and odd in extent ; B 

(7) sandy land with coconut trees, belonging to the temple of Tiruttatakai-Isvara in 
the village, measuring š vel and odd, ` 


and the (income of) 2,000 £alam of paddy (realized) from the above- 
mentioned lands as nila-upddhr. 


The excepted lands (were) — 

(1) village-site yielding nila-upadhi, 3 veli in extent ; 

(2) land occupied by the temple of Tiruttāttakai-Ī$varam, 2 mā and odd in extent, 

(3) land covered by the flower-garden belonging to the temple 1 kapi and odd in extent, 
(4) garden-land with coconut palms, 3 veli and odd, in extent, 

(5) land occupied by the ponds, + vel? and odd, in extent, 

(6) land covered by the (bed) of the river Manni alias Kuñjiramallan flowing through 

the village, 31 md in extent, and 
(7) land occupied by the Idavai-channel, 1 ma and odd in extent. 


Having (this entire land) separated and consolidated into a fresh unit, 
cancelling its further continuance as a brahmadeya under the sabha of this 
village, changing its old name, discontinuing its classification as a brahmadeya 
and transferring it to the  vellanvaga? (class of lands) directing that 
the lands so classified shall pay taxes according to the scales fixed for such 
vellānvagai lands, and that tax-free lands such as dévaddna ete., shall be 
excluded under the kanikkadan system, dispossessing the previous tenants 
of their holdings and making the tenancy rights t:ansferable, inclusive of 
kārānmai and miyatchi rights, —the entire lands (afore-mentioned) measure, more 
or less, 4 vel? and odd in extent. 


Out of this, the excepted lands consisting of the village-site (the 
areas covered by) the temple of Tiruttatakai- Iśvara and its sacred precincts, 
the temple flower-gardens and coconut groves, the tanks, the river Manni alias 
Kufijiramallan and the Idavai-channel,—come to 2 vel? and odd. 


. Excluding this, (what remains is) wet land 354 vēls and odd in extent 
and dry land 74 vel and odd in extent,—(1.e.,) in all, 423 veh and odd in extent, 


From this land, 2,000 kalam of paddy shall, with effect from the 11th 
year (of our reign), be paid as the permanent tax and be utilized for the several: 
requirements of the god of the temple of Tiruttatakai-Isvaram built by 
Nakkan Dharani of Panandal in this nadu, and after discarding the old name, 
this land shall be entered in the register under the (new) name of Ràjéndranallür." 


(Ll. 77-177). This being the gracious order of (our) elder brother (i.e., 
Rajendradeva), who, having taken the Irattapadi seven-and-a-half-lakhs (country) 
and having seen twice the back of Ahavamalla (in battle), was pleased to rule 
the earth to the delight (of his subjects)—the deed bearing the signature of the 
olai-eludum officer and which was approved (oppitiu pugunda kelui) by (six) 
ēlat-nāyakam officers, was ordered by three officers (named in the text) to be 
entered in the revenue register. 


In accordance with this, the officers of the udankuttam (probably of king 
Kulóttuńga) (nearly fifty in number) having recommended this transaction, the 
royal order was issued on the 1** day of the 11th year (of his reign) to (us), the 
chief men of the district, to the effect that the deed of gift be completed, the 
following officers (for names see text above) being present, viz :— 


(1) ten officers of the puravuvari-tiņatkkalaitu-kūru, 
(2) eight officers of the puravuvari-tinaikkalam, 
(3) one officer of the māļigai-mudalukku puravuvari-tinaikkalam, 
(4) one officer of the viśakkanakku, 
(5) three officers of the varippottagandyakam, 
(6) five officers called mugavetti, 
(7) one officer called maligai-mudalukku mugavetta, 
(8) one officer called varzywidu, 
(9) six officers called ... kkanakku, 
(10) some officers called vasitta-varippottagam, and 
(11) one officer called mugavetti. 
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(Ll. 178—79). Accordingly the aravólai was given effect to (by several 
persons, whose names are lost in the built-in portion of the record). 


15. A record of the 18th year of the king (No. 90) refers to the provision 
made for the enacting of the Tamilukkitiu (probably a variety of dance of the 
Tamil country) during the Chittirai festival of the temple at Vīranārāyaņa- 
puram, while another (No. 94) provides among others for the lighting of the 
theatre where the dances were performed (kūttukaņdaruļum-idam). <A frag- 
mentary record of the same king copied at Tiruloki (No. 108) refers to a gift 
of gold made to the local temple by Varagunapperumal in former times. This 
may perhaps refer to a donation made by the Pandya king Varaguna-Maharaja, 
a few of whose epigraphs are found in the Tanjore district. 


16. Among the inscriptions of king Rajaraja Il in this collection, No. 103 
dated in his 4th year registers the royal order issued to several village com- 
munities (samudaya-tirumugam) 
through the Secretary — Sóléndrasinga- 
Mūvēndavēļāņ who, in consultation with three officers of the taxation department 
(varikku-nāyakam) fixed the prices at which certain classes of lands in specified 
villages of Virudarajabhayańkara-valanaidu were to be sold to such of the 
tenants as might be willing to take them up on the new terms. It is stated 
that this settlement was to supersede the tenancy conditions that obtained till 
the 15th year of the king’s predecessor. 

A record of the 6th year of this king's reign coming from Pandanallūr 
(No. 115) is of interest as giving an 
idea of the administration of temple 
lands in ancient times, a few items of 
which are mentioned in this inscription. It registers an order of the king 
issued to the presiding priests (?) (patr-padamúla-pattudarya-pañch-acharyas), 
the servants (devakanmis), the supervisors among the Mahesvaras (Mahésvara- 
kaņkāņi-seyvār) and the managers (srikaryam-seyvdr) of the temple of 
Pasupatisvara at Pandanainallir in Vilattūr-nādu, a subdivision of Viruda- 
rajabhayankara-valanadu, conveying sanction for the punishment of certain 
Sivabrahmanas who had misappropriated a portion of the gold deposited in 
the temple treasury for making some ornaments to the god. They were 
deprived of their right of temple-service which was sold to others, and the 
amount of 180 kasu thus realized was made good to the temple and they and 
their descendants were banned entry into the temple as well as into the shrines 
therein of the deities called Vikrama-Chóliévaram-Udaiyár and Kulóttuńga- 
Cholisvaram-Udaiyar. ; 

We also learn that Virasola-Anukkar, the Kaikkolas and a certain 
Vellàla named Ifji-udaiyan, the tenants of temple lands who were defaulters 
in the matter of paying their taxes, were deprived of their tenancy, which was 
sold by auction to others. Out of the proceeds of this sale, the balance of the 
amount remaining after repayment of certain previous deposits, was credited 
to the temple. 

Some items of temple service were formerly conducted by proxy through 
hirelings by the Virasóla-Anukkar, who were in enjoyment of the talippañgu 
lands ear-marked therefor. This system was abolished and these lands were 
sold to others who were required to do the services themselves and the proceeds 
were added to the temple treasury. The record further states that 2 véli and 
odd of land at Kāttūr, a suburb of Pandanainallir, covered by the palace 
which the king had apparently built here at this time, was ordered to be 
included in the register of tax-exempted lands with effect from the 5th year of 
the king’s reign. The document is signed by the Royal Secretary (Tirumandi- 
ravēlai) Uppalappadi-udaiyan and attested by the Sandhivigrahin (Foreign 
Secretary) Vayiradaraya. 

17, From another record of the same king dated in his 15th year (No. 88), 
we learn that the Mula-parishat of the village decided to sell away a portion 
of the common land which had remained fallow, so that with the amount thus 
realized a channel might be dug to irrigate the land. This land was purchased 
by Andar Selvar, a worshipper in the temple at Perumbarrappuliyar

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(Chidambaram) for 100 kasu and was endowed by him for providing offerings.

š 18. In an inscription of. Rajadhiraja II (No. 209) which comes from 

Punganūr in the Chittoor district, the date is peculiarly given as “the 12th 

Raiadhiráta II year which was (also) the 14th year” 

ajadhiraja 11. of his reign. From the Pallavarayan- 

pēttai insoription of this king (No. 433 of 1924) we know that he actually 

succeeded to the Chóla throne two years after his nomination by his predeces- 

sor Rájarája II. The double date given in the present inscription would 

therefore show that one was calculated from the date of his actual accession 
and the other from that of his nomination. 


19. An inscription of Rājarāja III (No. 89) from Sénganiir is of interest. 
as it records the rules framed by the Mulaparishat of the temple of Viśv6śvara- 
déva of the village for the election of members to the village committee and 
for the administration of the village affairs, in the matter of the expenditure of 
public funds and collection of revenue. 
It was laid down by the Parishat that. 
the following regulations about the 
grimakaryam be framed and engraved on stone in the temple :— 


1. that the ancient rule that a person who had served in the assembly for one year could 
serve there again only in the fifth year (thereafter), his sons in the fourth year and 
his brothers in the third year, should be followed : 

2. that only those who were not less than forty years of age should be chosen; 

3. that in accordance with the procedure followed in the times of the earlier kings, the 
Mi im of the assembly should be ratified by the (adr) who met in a general 
assembly ; 

4. that those who, in violation of these rules, get into the assembly by some covert. 
means in collusion with the officers (mudali), or by means contravening the existing 
rules, should be treated as traitors and all their property be confiscated ; 

5. that members should be elected every year and those who tried to extend their tenure 
of office for longer periods should be liable for punishment as grāmadrēhins ; 

6. that the members thus elected should not collect more than the legitimate rates of the 
taxes kadamai, kudi mai, and sabha-viniyogam : 

7. that the tax sabha-viniyogam should not be mixed up with kudimai but should be 
collected separately and spent according to the orders (niyogam) issued to the 
accountant ; 

8. that items of expenditure each exceeding 2,000 kāšu (per year) should be incurred onl 
after obtaining the sanction of the mahāsabhā therefor : d 

9. that expenditure incurred in contravention of these rules or excess taxes collected, 
would make the members liable for specified fines, which on collection should be- 
spent towards the sabha-viniyogam ; and 

10. that the personnel of the village-accountancy, the (administrative) committees and the 
ward-councillors (kudumbu) should change every year by order of the assembly. 


Regulations made by a village assembly in 
the reign of Rajaraja III. 


We have come across inscriptions from the time of Parantaka I 
which record similar rules for the formation of village and other assemblies 
and the conduct of business therein. Though the present set of rules claims 
to have been based on the regulations in vogue from ancient times, the slight 
modifications now introduced seem to have been necessitated by local condi- 
tions and experience. One point of interest, however, is the clause relating to 
the control of expenditure by which the Múla-parishat could not Spend on any 
one item more than 2,000 kasu without sanction from the Mahdsabha (General 
body). The record being of interest for the understanding of the ancient 
system of village administration, is reproduced below :—

20. Another record of Rajaraja III (No. 71), dated in the year opposite the 
8th year of his reign, gives an instance of how a case of embezzlement 
of temple property was adjudged and the defaulters were punished. The 
inscription states that while the king was camping at J ayangondasola-chatur- 
vedimańgalam, Paravai-udaiyān  Adittan  Tanimainikkinán, his brother 
Nachchinarkkiniyan and Nadaripugalan Vafichavarkkariyan who held the 
accountancy-right in several temples, such as those of Naganathasvamin, Kundaviś- 
varam, etc., misappropriated the paddy and other articles stored in the 
bhandaram of the temple, embezzled a portion of the money deposited in the 
Nadaripugalan (?) treasury, took away 
for their own use the apparel belonging 
to the image of Nádaripugalapperumál, and utilized the bricks of the temple for 
constructing their own houses. As these were acts of treason against the god 
and the king, the agents and the Mahesvaras of the temple preferred a com- 
plaint to Pillai Yadavarayar, who after making enquiries ordered the lands held 
by these persons to be confiscated and sold, and the money thus realized to be 
credited into the treasury. The land was thereupon sold to a potter named 
Nityakalyanan Karaikkandadévan for 40,000 kdśu, and the (right of the) village 
accountancy was sold to a certain Alattir-udaiyan Tiruchchirrambalam-udaiyan 
Periyanayan for 3,000 kasu.

Punishment for some misappropriations. 


PANDYAS. 


21. The Pāņdyas are represented in the collection by a few inscriptions 
copied mainly in the Madura and Ramnad districts. The earliest of these 
which comes from Alagarkoyil (No. 4), belongs to the Chola-Pandya viceroy 
Jatāvarman alias Siyan Sri-Solapandyadeva and is dated in the [22|nd year of 
his reign. Records ot this prince without any distinguishing proper name and 
with regnal year running up to the 25th have been found in the Madura and 
Tinnevelly districts and in the 
Travancore State. As the viceroyalty 
„of the Pandya country under the Chēlas lasted for about half a century from 
1020 A.D., which is covered by the reigns cf Jatavarman Sundara-Chola- 
Pandya (28 years) and his successor Maravarman Vikrama-Chola-Pandya (29 
years), we have evidently to identify the Chola-Pandya of the present record 
with the former, who was the son of Rajendra-Chola I. 


Jatavarman alias Siyan Chola-Pandya. 
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22. Of the inscriptions belońging to the kings of the regular Pandya line, 
No. 11, dated in the 20 + 3rd year of Konerinmaikondan has to be assigned to 
Maravarman Sundara- Pandya I, because of the mention in it of Malavarayan and 
the officer Kurukulattaraiyan who has already figured as a minister in a record 
of the king from Tiruttangal in the Ramnad district (A.R. for 1922-23, page 
110). The latter also figures in No. 54, of the present collestion, dated in 
the 11 + lst year of Maravarman Sundara-Pandya II. In this inscription 
provision is made for the worship of Irukai-Madavarana-Pillaiyar, probably an 
image of Vinayaka with two hands, which is not ordinarily met with. Another 
inscription (No. 9) from the temple at Alagarkóyil which is dated in the 2nd 
year of Maravarman Tribhuvanachakravaitin Kóneriamaikondan belongs to 
this king, as it commences with the introduction Pimalar tiruvum, etc. It 
mentions as donor a certain Annalvi 
Sokkandar as making provision for the 
expenses of offerings, etc., to the god at Tirumalirufijolai on the day of his 
natal star Sadaiyam in Mina. This Sokkàndàv has already figured in a record 
of the third year of Tribhuvanachakravartin Sundara-Pandya from Aruppuk- 
kottai (No. 404 of 1914), wherein he is introduced as issuing an order for a 
similar endowment. He is referred to therein as Nayanar Sokkandar, but in 
the present inscription he is designated as ‘annalvt’. In the absence of any 
confirmatory evidence, it is not possible to say whether the term ‘ annalvi’ 
could be understood as meaning ‘the elder brother’ of the king, and if so, it 
is not clear why he should figure in a record of his younger brother without 
any regal attributes. From this record we find that the minister Malavarayan 
who served under Maravarman Sundara-Pandya I, continued to hold office 
even in the reign of his successor. 


Maravarman Sundara-Pandyas I and IT. 


Mention is made in No. 38 of a certain Sundara-Pandya Kandiyadévar as. 
the “amman” of the king. We know of a Kandiyadéva, the lord of Vadapū- 
vaniya-nadu, who figures in the records of Jatavarman Sundara-Pandya 
I (Nos. 30 of 1900 and 425 of 1913) as the builder of a shrine in the name of the 
king’s elder brother Kulasékharadéva. The present record, however, does not 
specify him as belonging to Pūvāņiya-nādu. 


23. An inscription dated in the 42nd year of Maravarman Kulasékharadéva, 
“who conquered all countries’ (No. 52), gives some details regarding the 
emoluments to be paid to the temple dancing women and their descendants. 
It states that the Srz-Rudras of the 
temple of  Munaivali$varamudaiya- 

Nayanar agreed to provide at 2 nali of paddy per head everyday (1) to the 
dancing women (tiruvarangi-yirunda-pendugal) having no male issue, (2) to the 
daughters of these women, and (3) to those who had gone out of the village 
after marriage. If they were unable to do so, they were to give instead 11 ma 
of wet land per head, from the lands set apart for this purpose. A few lines 
are lost in the middle, so that the full details of the settlement made by the 
_Sri-Rudras are not available. A further condition was also laid down that if 
the daughters were married, they were to forfeit henceforth their claim for the 
paddy. If the sons of these women predeceased them, those who performed 
the funeral rites of the women on their death seem to have inherited their 
Share of lands. 


24. Nos. 24 to 27 from Alagarkoyil are records bearing on a single transac- 
tion. Of these No. 25, which is a distinct record of Maravarman Vikrama- 
_ ' " Pandya dated in the 5 + Ist year 
Magavarman Vikrama-Pandya. (about A.D. 1254) states that the two 
villages of Irappaikkulam and Vadamuri which nad been granted by the 
assembly of Parántaka-chaturvedimangalam as tiruvidaiyattam to the temple of 
Tirumáliruñjolai-ninraruliya-Paramasvámin, ani that these villages had been 
in turn given over as karanma to Pidavūr Nanda-Madhavan, a Malayala 
Brahmans of Malai-mandalam. This man having died, his jätis transferred 
these villages to Kannan Narayanan. of Kalanikkarai, a native ef the same 


Maravarman Kulasékhara. 
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Malai-mandalam. The two villages were now clubbed together into a new: 
village called Sangattalaganallir and were conferred on the latter person with 
certain privileges. The lands were exempted from the Sabha-viniyogam (taxes): 
in consideration of a deposit of 20 achchu made for the purpose. From No. 24, 
we learn that at the request of Vikrama-Choladeva, the brother-in-law (of the - 
king), this village was made tax-free from the 5th year of the king. This. 
village having been given over to the temple with all these privileges, it is 
stated in No. 26, that the god Paramasvamin while seated on the throne called 
Koyilalankaran-pitha under the canopy called Tyagafichiriyan-pendal in the 
Adiyamalagiyan-mandapa hearing the hymns of Sathakopa on the occasion of the 
Ani-Anilam festival, issued an order at theinstance of the Kovanavar attached 
to the temple and of Semporudaiyan Tennavadaraiyan who is styled “nam. 
vittuk-kariyam šeygira (e, the manager of the temple), to the new tenant 
Kannan Narayanan fixing the kadamai dues to be paid by him to the temple 
. for specified crops raised on lands in the village Sangattalaganallür with effect 
from the sixth year of king Vikrama-Pándya. This order was communicated to. 
Kannan-Narayanan by the temple authorities in the 6th year of Jatavarman 
Vira-Paridya (A.D. 1260).  Vikrama-Choladéva, the brother-in-law of 
Vikrama-Pandya figuring in No. 24 above, has already been identified with. 
the Kongu chief of that name (4.8. for 1929-50, p. 77). 


25. An inscription from Nayinarkoyil (No. 35) which is stated to be a 

copy, is dated in the 8+28rd year 

Jatavarman Parakrama-Pandya. of Jatavarman Tribhuvanachakravar- 

tin Ppardkrama-Pandya, From the 

palaeography of the record and the high regnal year of the king, it may be 

assigned to Jatāvarman Parakrama-Pandya I of A.D. 1315 (4.7. for 

1926-27, p. 89). It makes reference to Ammān-Kālingarāyar who was proba- 

bly the maternal uncle of the king, whose identity is not, however, clear. 

Another record (No. 45) of the same king dated in the 8th year mentions a 

certain Devapiran alias Raja-Gandagopalan of Mànaiyür in Kāfjirukkai-nādu, 

who appears to have been an officer under the king. He is stated in No. 43 
to have been holding the jivita of Elür-Sembinadu. 


26. An inscription dated in the 20 + 9th year of Maravarman Tribhuvana- 

chakravartin Vira-Pandya. (No. 33) - 

Maravarman Vira-Pandya (acc. A.D. 1443). records the re-colonization of the 

village Nelmali alias Virapandya- 

chaturvédimangalam in Tenvallattirukkai-nádu which had been deserted by 

its residents, who were now induced to return and resettle in the village by 

assigning to each person definite shares of lands in it. The late character of 

the record makes it possible to assign it to king Vira-Pandya who ascended 

the throne in A.D. 1443, and the details of date furnished in it work out 
correctly to A.D. 1473, March 12. 


ALUPAS. 


27. The earliest stone inscription in the current year's collection is an Alupa 
_ . s record from Vaddarse (No. 296—Plate 
Aluvarasa and his subordinate Kanda- III) belonging to  A]uvarasa. It men-- 
varmmarasa. . . i ' 
| | tions his subordinate Kandavarmma- 
rasa who is not known from other sources. Since the writing is much damaged 
and worn out no further details can be made out of it. The record is written 
in characters of the 7th century A.D. An inscription at Udiyavara (S.I.I., 
Vol. VII, No. 279) refers itself to the reign of a certain Aluvarasa who is 
probably identical with the king of the present record. It is not, however, 
possible to state definitely who this king was, since his proper name is 
not disclosed in the inscription. If we could assume Aluvarasa to be the- 
proper name of the king, on the analogy of ‘ Chēļa-Mahārāja * appearing as 
the name of certain Chola kings (cf. Nos. 466 and 517 of 1906 and No. 174 of 
the current collection), the identity of the two kings of the name Aluvarasa 
mentioned above is well nigh possible. | 


PLATE ILL. 
BODINAYANIPALLE INSCRIPTION OF PUNYAKUMARA (No. 183 or 1931—32). 
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28. Of the later members of the family there are about a dozen inscrip- 
" ee tions which are all damaged (Nos. 299, 
f A vs 241, 257, 336, 341 to 343, 295, 345, 
308 and 288). Ballamahādēvī, who is mostly represented in the collection, 
is described in No. 336 from Kefijiiru dated in Saka 1200, as born m the family 
of Mānābharaņēšvaradēva and in No. 343 as born in the Somakula. Since the 
Pandyas are known to have belonged to the Lunar race and the term Mana- 
bharana is understood to refer to the Pandya king, we might suppose that 
Ballamahadévi was a Pandya princess and married an Alupa ruler. It is 
also not improbable that Manabharana was the Ceylon king of that name who 
was defeated by the Chola king Rājādhirāja I (8.7.7., Vol. HI, p. 53) and 
whose sons were taken prisoners by the Chola king Rajendradeva (bd. p. - 5). 
In bis Annual Report for 1929-30, p. 83, Mr. K. V. Subrahmanya Ayyar 
assumes the impossibility of Ballamahadevi being the queen of an Alupa 
ruler, on the ground that being born in the Lunar race she could not marry 
an Ałupa of the same race. But it may be observed that marriages among 
members of the same race were not prohibited either in the Puranic or in 
the epigraphical period, if they were removed from one another by some 
stages. For example, the Chalukyas of the Lunar race had matr.monial 
connexions with the Rāshtrakūtas who were also of the same race (Ind. 
Ani., Vol. XVI, p. 21 f£). The Cholas and the Chéras who both belonged to 
the Solar race are known to have contracted marriage alliances with each 
other. | 

It is worth noticing that in No.343 the queen Ballamahadevi is given a 
number of masculine birudas, such as, * Mahārājādhirāja,” “Sarana[gatavajra- 
pafiljara, *Parabalasadhaka', etc., which shows that after Vira-Pandyadéva 
the Alupa country was subject to her rule during the minority of her son Naga- 
dévarasa (Nos. 415 and 420 of 1928) and that her power was then acknow- 
ledged as supreme. No. 336 mentions among her officers Bankidéva, Nara- 
singa-Heggade, Mahapradhana Somanna-Senabova, Kumara Bijjanna-Arasa 
and Mahapradhana Peruna-Senabóva, in whose presence a gift of land was 
made to the god Mūdadēva at Sivapura. 

29. A certain Mahapradhana Narasinga-Heggade figures in the records of 
Vīra-Pāņdyadēva (No. 490 of 1929) and [Bankideva] (No. 569 of 1930) dated 
respectively in Saka 1181 and the cyclic year Prabhava corresponding to Saka 
1191. It may be noted that an undated record copied at Hanehalli (No. 241) 
mentions along with Ballamahadevi, Pāņdyachakravartin Vīra-Pāņdyadēva- 
Ālupēndradēva with all the regal titles, such as, Arirayabasava-Sańkara, 
i „ete., as the son of a * Pattadapiriya- 
! rasi, whose name is unfortunately 
lost. If this Vira-Pandyadéva was the predecessor of Ballamahadévi, it would 
appear that he ruled jointly with her for some time. Since her latest known 
record is dated in the cyclic year Nandana corresponding to Saka 1214, we 
have to suppose that she ruled over the Alupa territory even after her son 
Nāgadēvarasa had assumed power some time before Saka 1213, as joint- 
ruler or co-regent (No. 415 of 1928). 


30. The last Alapa king represented in the yea#'s collection is Vira-Sóyi- 
déva-Alupindradéva who, figures in Nos. 345 and 308 which are respectively 
dated in Saka 1240 and Rudhirēdgāri corresponding to Saka 1245. We know 
already that this king was ruling in Saka 1238 (S.I.I., Vol. VII, No. 354). 
In the Report for 1923-30, p. 83, are noticed His epigraphs ranging in date from 
Saka 1244 to 1249. An inscription of 
his reign dated in Bhava ( — Saka 
1257) has also been found (No. 461 of 1928-29). He may therefore be sup- 
posed to have been in power from Saka 1238 to 1257.

HOYSALAS. 


21. There are three inscriptions relating to this dynasty in the current 
year’s collection (Nos. 240, 262 and 293). No. 262 which is dated in Saka 
1255 corresponding to A.D. 1334 belongs to the time of Vira-Ballala IIT and 
registers a gift made in the presence of his (senior) queen Pattadapiriyarasi

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Chikkayi-Tayi by her officers M ahapradhana Vayijapa-Dannayaka, Ajarana- 
Sahani etc. The king bears the titles * Pandyachakravartin,’ “Ariraya-basava- 

ankara, etc. This queen and the 
officers figuring in the record are also 
referred to in another epigraph from the West Coast wherein also the title 
‘Pandyachakravarti’ is applied to Ballala III (4.4. for 1929, p. 81, para. 
50). But No. 240 applies these birudas to Chikkayi-Tayi as well and states that 
she was ruling the kingdom in conjunction with her son Kulasékharadéva in 
Saka 1265 (A.D. 1344). This prince is introduced to us here for the first time. 
Since we know that Ballála III was succeeded in A.D. 1342-43 by his son 
Virūpāksha-Ballāļa IV (Mysore and Coorg from Inscriptions, p. 108), it is. not 
possible to say how prince Kulasékhara could claim to hold the reins of govern- 
ment in A.D. 1344, as stated in our record. Perhaps both the princes held 
independent authority till their kingdoms were absorbed into the Vijayanagara 
dominion in about Saka 1268 (= A.D. 1346), (Arch. Sur. Report for 1907-8, p. 
236). The only explanation appears to be that while Ballala IV was claiming 
lordship over the last remnants of the Hoysala kingdom in parts of Mysore, 
Kulagékhara must have succeeded to the throne of the Alupa family by virtue 
of his being a dauhitra and shared its sovereignty at this period together with 
his mother, who may be assumed to have beena princess of the Alupa race. 
This prince must be identical with Vira-Kulasekharadeva of No. 496 of 
1928-29 dated in Saka 1267.

VIJAYANAGARA. 


32. The earliest inscription of this dynasty in the year's collection is 
No. 314 belonging to Bukkanna-Odeya. It is dated in Saka 1275 and mentions 
Bukka I a subordinate of the king named 
i Góparasa who was the governor of 
Barakiru. It may be observed that he is the earliest known governor of 
Barakiru under the Vijayanagara sovereign and must have been the immediate 
predecessor of Maltiya-Daņņāyaka (Saka 1279) io the governorship of the pro- 
vince (A.R. for 1927-28, p. 64, para. 41). The same officer figures in three 
other records of Bukka, all of which are dated in Saka 1293 (Nos. 297, 309 and 
318). 
33. Among the records of Harihara which range in date from Saka 1305 to 
Saka 1327, No. 334 belonging to the Saka year 1305 records the interesting fact 
Harihara II that  Mahdpradkana Jakkanna-Cdeya 
arinara . e e = E 

who was governing the Baraktru-rajya 
granted, at the command of Muddeya-Daņdanāyaka, land to Siva-Nidumbura, 
as his father Anna-Nidumbura had met his death while discharging his 

official duties (raja-karya). | 
34. After the death of Harihara II which occurred in Saka 1327, Tarana, 
succession to the Vijayanagara throne was disputed among his three sons Virtus 
paksha I, Vijaya-Bukka and Dóvaraya I, of whom the last ultimately became 
the king of the whole Vijayanagara empire. No. 339 at Manipura which is 
dated in Saka 1330 states that the king’s soldiers had unjustly killed a certain 
Hosabu-mūli and so Dandappa-adhikari of the Karakala-sthala granted land 
to the family of the deceased, while the Mahapradhana Bachanna-Odeya was 

governing the Bārakūru-rājya. 


35. There is an inscription (No. 317) in the current collection which refers 
itself to the reign of Ramachandra- 
Odeya, who bears all the usual titles 
of the kings of the first Vijayanagara dynasty, such as, Rajadhiraja, Rajapara- 
mēšvara Virapratapa etc. Itis dated in Saka 1345, Subhakrit, Chaitra, ba. 8, 
falling in April of A.D. 1422 and introduces a certain Haridéva-Odeya as the gov- 
ernor of Bārakūru. This latter chief is probably identical with Harihara III, son 
of Dévaraya I (A.S.R. for 19 -7-8, p. 248) who held the same office under Dēva- 
raya II in Saka 1347 (No. 365 of 1927). Ramachandra-Maharaya-Odeya is not 
hitherto met with as the ruling sovereign and is therefore anew addit:on to the 
regal line of the first Vijayanagara dynasty. The Nellore Inscriptions publish a 
copper-plate grant which mentions prince Ramachandra-Odeya as the son of 


Ramachandra-Maharaya-Odeya. 
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Dévaraya I ruling over the Udayagiri-rajya in Saka 1338. If the king of the pre- 
sent record is identical with this prince, it appears that Ramachandra ascended 
the throne and ruled the kingdom only for a short time, as can be inferred from 
a record of his successor Vijaya-Bukka (No. 266) which is dated in Saka 1345. 
Vijaya-Bukka bears in this record the 
imperial titles * Mahārājādhirāja ' eto., 
and Virupanna-Odeya was the governor of Barakiru under him. Since Déva- 
raya II is known to have become king in Saka 1343 (4.S.R. for 1907-8, p. 247), 
it may be presumed that Ramachandra-Odeya, the son of Devaraya I, and 
Dévaraya II were joint rulers in the beginning of the latter’s reign. 


36. Devaraya II is represented in the year’s collection by about a dozen 
inscriptions from South Kanara ranging in date from Saka 1345 to Saka 1364. 
They register generally endowments 
of land or money. No. 315 at Nadūru 
which is dated in Saka 1354 states that Chandarasa-Odeya, the governor of 
Bārakūru-rājya, granted land for the worship of the god Gópinathadeva at 
Patasaligéri in lieu of the money which was being paid to the deity from the 
time of the Tuluvarasas. The Tuluvarasas referred to here are probably the 
Alupas who held the Tuluva country t.e., part of the South Kanara district, 
from the 7th to the 13th centuries A.D. In No. 323 from Kokkarani, the king 
is distinguished by the title ‘ Gajabentekara, and under him Mahapradhana Tim- 
mana-Odeya was administering the 
Baraktru-rajya. The record is dated 
in Saka [1364], Dundubhi. Since the title * Gajabēņtekāra * is evidently 
synonymous with the title * Gajavéttai-kandaruliya ' applied in several Tamil 
records to Dévaraya II, there is no solid ground to suppose this to be the 
specific biruda, only of Pratāpadēvarāya, the younger brother of Dévaraya II 
(vide. Ep. Ind., Vol. XVII, p. 195 f. and A.R. for 1950-31, p. 48, para. 24). 


37. A copper-plate inscription of Dēvarāya II secured from a resident of 
Surála in the Udipi taluk (C.P. No. 3) is dated in Saka 1338 and introduces a 
local chieftain called Tolahara Sañkara-Náyaka who was administering Yelare 

His subordinates, the Tolahas. under An nappa-Odeya, „the sa S 
of Bārakūru. It registers a sarva- 
mānya grant of some land and certain tolls by Annappa under orders of the king 
to this Sankara-Nayaka who, in return therefor, was to build and maintain 
a feeding-house attached to a temple at Bārakūru. We find him from a stone 
inscription from Hosala (No. 263) dated in Saka 1359, transferring this land to 
the temple itself. Bemmana-Tolaha (No. 319) also called Bemmanaficha 
(No. 321) and Nagaficha-Tolaha (Nos. 323 and 327) are two other chiefs of this 
family mentioned in the inscriptions of Dēvarāya. The Tolahas referred to in 
the above inscriptions as well as a few others figuring in some other late 
records (e.g. No. 322, dated in Saka 1447 and No. 325, dated in Saka 1566) in 
this year’s collection appear to have belonged to a family of petty chieftains 
who flourished under the Vijayanagara throne in this tract of country, like the 
Bangas, the Chautas, the Kinnikas, etc., and were probably the descendants of 
the Tuluvarasas mentioned in the foregoing paragraph. 


38. Mallikarjuna 1s represented by five inscriptions from the South Kanara 
district (Nos. 287, 290, 311, 313 and 316). In Nos. 287 and 311 he is called 
Immadi-Dévaraya-Maharaya and in No. 316 Immadi Mallikārjuna-Mahārāya. 
No. 311 records a gift of land made for the prosperity of the king to the god 
Lakshminarasimhadeva in the matha of Gahgadharapuri-Sripada, evidently at 
Hiliyana where the inscription is found. There are four inscriptions of Viriipa- 

ksha II which are dated between 

Mallikarjuna and Viriipaksha. Saka 1395 and 1416 (expired) (Nos. 

305, 272, 250 and 278). Vitharasa- 

Odeya and his son Pandaridéva-Odeya held the viceroyalty of Barakúru under 

Virūpāksha in Saka 1395 and 1400 respectively. From No. 250 we learn that 

Virupaksha-Odeya who presumably continued under Viriipaksha II as the 

governor of Bar. kiiru in Saka 140[7] (expired), made a gift of sonee taxes to 

the temple at Murukéri, while another record of his belonging to Saka 1416 
(No. 278) mentions Pandaridéva as the governor.

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39. We know that Virupaksha was the weakest monarch of the first Vijaya- 
nagara dynasty and it was during his reign that the so-called Saluva usurpation 
took place. Mr. Krishna Sastri placed this event between Saka 1408 and 
Saka 1414, and thinks that it occurred most probably in Saka 1408, (A.S.R. for 
1907--08, p. 254) as the latest inscription of ku rupe then known was dated 

oe | only in Saka 1408. Butwe find from 
Virtipaksha in Saka 1416. No. 278 copied at Hosala in the Udipi 
Taluk that he was the reigning sovereign even as late as Saka 1416, by which 
year the Saluva king Tammaraya, i.e., Immadi-Narasimha, has been supposed to 
have assumed the Vijayanagara crown (No. 270). A few inscriptions at Hosala 
dated during this period of confusion, belong, some to Virūpāksharāya and 
a few others to the Saluva kings Bhujabalaraya and Tammaraya, and these 
indicate that for some years aiter the assumed date of the Sáluva usurpation 
(Saka 1408), Virūpāksharāya did not only not submit himself to the new regime 
but even proclaimed himself as the lawful Vijayanagara sovereign and appoint- 
ed governors over the Bārakūru-rājya independently. No. 272 belongs to 
Virūpāksharāya and is dated in Saka 1369 (expired) and Saka 1400 (current), 
when Pandaridéva was the governor of Bārakūru. No. 281 from the same 
place and dated in the same year i.e., Saka 1399 (expired) and Saka 1400 
(current), refers te Vīrapratāpa Bhujabalaraya as the ruling king. This 
Bhujabalaraya is evidently Saluva-Narasińga to whom this surname has been 
applied in a record of his son Immadi-Narasimha (No. 25 of 1919). Nara- 
singa’s records dated in Saka 1389 and Saka 1399 have been secured from 
Tirupati (No. 762 of 1916) and Attirala (No. 405 of 1911), and the present 
inscription of Saka 1400 may therefore be attributed to him. In Saka 1407 
(expired), Virüp&ksha's viceroy at Baraktru was, as stated above, Virūpāksha- 
* Odeya (No. 250). But Nos. 269 and 270, dated respectively in Saka 1412 
(expired), and 1415 (expired), belong to the reign of Saluva Immadi-Nara- 
singaraya and state that Hamparasa-Odeya and Honnakalasarāya were the 
governors of that division. Both the inscriptions register a gift of land made 
to the god in the matha of Anupamanatha-Odeya at Kellangere in Chaulikéri. 
But in the next year. t.e., Saka 1416 (expired), Bārakūru was governed by 
Pandaridéva-Odeya at the command 
oi Sińgana-Dannayaka in the reign of 
Viripaksharaya (No. 278). It is thus not possible, as already pointed out, to 
explain how during the reign of Viriipaksha the Saluvas could issue records as 
independent kings and appoint viceroys over Bārakūru, except by supposing 
that Virūpāksha was for some time nominally recognized as the ruier of the Empire, 
though in fact the Saluva chiefs Narasińga and Immadi-Narasinga had taken 
the reins of government into their hands and also assumed the imperial titles in 
the records issued under their direction. . 


40. We have noticed above a record (No. 281) dated in Saka 1399 of 
Bhujabalaraya who has been identified with Saluva-Narasinga, the father of 
I AE Immadi-Narasimha. There is still 

The surname ‘ Bhujabalaraya. another record (No. 271) in the year’s 
collection which belongs to Bhujabalaraya. It is dated in the cyclic year 
Sukla, which corresponded to Saka 1431 (A.D. 1509), and mentions the chief 
Somannodeya as governing the Bārakūru-rājya. From Nos. 25 of 1919, 664 of 
1909 and 289 of 1915, it appears as if the surname “Bhujabalaraya * was borne by 
more than one king, viz., Saluva-Narasimha, his son Immadi-Narasinga, and 
Vira-Narasimha, the elder brother of Krishnadevaraya. Since on account of 
the date of the present record, the possibility of its referring to the first king 
namely Saluva-Narasimha is precluded, we have to suppose that the king of 
the present record was either Immadi-Narasinga or Vira-Narasimha, and most 
probably the latter. In the Annual Report for 1929-30 (p. 85), it has been 
stated that Vira-Narasimha did not ascend the Vijayanagara throne prior 
to Krishņadēvarāya as. there was no interval for any sovereign between 
Immadi-Narasinga and Krishnadévaraya. This statement has to be modified, 
since we have clear epigraphical and literary evidence to show that Vira- 
Narasimha of the Tuluva race did occupy the Vijayanagara throne. The 


Saluva-Narasimha and Immadi-Narasimha. 
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inscriptions of Krishnadévaraya (Ep. Carn., Vol. XI, HI. 94 and No. 87 of 
1912) dated respsetively in Saka 1433 and 1439 mention that his predesessor 
"was his brother Vira-Narasimha who had borne the birudas * Mahārājādhirāja °, 
'“Paramegvara °’, etc., and ruled from his jewelled throne at Vijayanagara. 
No. 408 of 1913 which bears the date Saka 1430, Vibhava, belongs to Vira- 
Narasimha Bhujabala-Vasantarāya, son of Narasa-Nayaka and thus proves that 
he had ruled the empire before Krishnadévaraya. The Amuktamalyada of 
Krishnadévaraya refers to his brother Vira-Narasimha as having destroyed his 
enemies and brought the whole kingdom under his umbrella. The Vyasayog?- 
charitam (Ullasa V) which is also a contemporary work, describes him as a 
powerful king ruling at Vidyapuri. From this it may be concluded that Vira- 
Narasiraha must have ascended the throne of Vijayanagara, thouga Immadi- 
Narasimha, son of Sáluva-Narasimha, was then only a nominal ruler. 


41. There are only three records (Nos. 255, 133 and 276) belonging to 
Krishnadévaraya in the year’s collection. No. 255 mentions Vitharasa as 
governing Bārakūru in Saka 1445. No. 133 from Nashchiyarkoyil in the 
Tanjore district is dated in Saka 1436 and mentions that, at the instance of 

Krishņadēvarāya , his minister Vadamalai Avini Kalappalan Tiruvēhkadamudģai- 
Annagal. Se “yar Vadamalai-Annagal, a karala of 

SSE Arigandapuram ia Tondai-mandalam, 
the king assigned certain spe:ifizd taxes in favour of some temples. This 
Vadamalai-Annagal is evidently identical with the minister of the king bearing 
the same name and figuring in the copper-plate grant coming from Nagalapuram 
in the Chingleput district (C.P. No. 12 of 1904-05) as the elder brother of 
Haridása who was born in the race of the waters of the Ganges (Gangdjalanva- 
vaya). The copper-plate referred to above mentions that the present village of . 
Nagalapuram was called Arigandapuram. 


42. Sadaśiva is represented in 8 records. One from Avarse (No. 310) 
bears the date Saka 1466 and introduces a new subordinate of his, by name 
Vóbhalaraja-Odeya as holding charge 
I of Bārakūru, and another at Hosāla 
(No. 283) dated in Saka 1485 (expired) mentions Kare-Ellappodeya as its 
governor under the orders of Sadāšivarāya-Nāyaka of Keladi. No. 267 dated 
in Saka 1500 states that Sankana-Nayaka ani Ramaraja-Nayaka, soas of Keladi 
Sadāšiva-Nāyaka, were governing the Gutti, Araga, Bārakūru and Mangaļūru- 
rajyas and Karaura Achyappa-Odeya was administering Barakuru: 


43. In the Annual Reports for the years 1927-28 and 1928-29 have been 
given the names of the governors of the West Coast provinces (e, Bārakūru 
and Mangaluru-ràjyas) under the several monarchs of the Vijayanagara line. 
The collections of subsequent years 
have brought to light fresh names of 
governors ot these provinces with dates 
not covered by those noticed in the lists given in these Reports, and it will be 
useful to give a chronological list of them as is done below :—

44. The last king of the Vijayanagara dynasty represented in the years 
collection is Venkata I. A copper-plate grant issued in his reign (C.P. No. 2) 
Chas been secured from Madurántakam in the Chingleput district. It is 
„engraved in Nandi-Nagari characters and is datedin the cyclic year Kilaka 


corresponding to Saka 15[30], which is here expressed by the somewhat obscure 
Venkata T. chronogram amsadu(da)tia-kalamb- 


endu. The record contains the 
usual historical information about the king’s predecessors and registers the 
grant of the village called Krishnapura to a certain Brahmana named Tüppil 
Nārāyaņāchārya, son of Appayāchārya and grandson of Appayacharya of the 
Kauśika -gotra, Āpastamba-sūira and the Yajus-sukha, who was a great student 
of the Ramayana and an ardent devotee of Raghuvira (Rama). The village is 
stated to have been situated in Perimbédu-sima belonging to the Gúdalúr-parru 
in the Kurupam-nádu, a subdivision of the Aschiravaka-koshtha(kottam), which 
was a division of Padavidu-maharajya, a province of Tondira-mandalam. The 
composer of the grant was Chidambara-kavi, nephew Sivastrya-kavindra, and 
its engraver was Kamayacharya, son of Ganapaya and brother of Virana. These 
have already figured in similar capacities in another copper-plate record of the 


king (Hp. Ind., Vol XLX, p. 94). 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


45. From Bēdināyanipalle in the Punganur taluk comes an archaic 
Kannada inscription (No. 183—Plate III) of about the 8th century A.D. referring 
itself to the time of Baimdhu-Mahārājādhirāja Paramēšvara Pulvarinatha Punniya- 
kumararasa (i.e. Puņyakumāra). The epithet Baimdhu-Mahārājādhirāja is 
not clear to explain. It might at first sight appear that the expression 
Baimdku must have soe connection with Baidumba or Vaidumba and might 
therefore suggest thats the king 
belonged to the Vaidumba family. 


Puņyakumāra—probably a Chola chief. 
d But the name Punyakumara has not

hitherto been met with among the names of this family, and it would therefore- 
be reasonable to identify the king with the Chola king Punyakumara of the. 
Mālepādu plates (Ep. Ind., vol. XI, p. 337 ff). Among the Chóla kings of 
this part of the country figures a Saktikomára (i.e., Saktikumara ) Vikramaditya 
in No. 393 of 1904. The name Puņyakumāra applied to the king of the 
present inscription, by analogy, suggests for him a Chola rather than a Vai- 
dumba origin. Attention may also be drawa here to a stone record of one 
Punyakomara found at Chippili (No. 299 of 1905) whose dynasty is, however, 
nof specified. | 
46. The above suggestion is further strengthened by the fact that from the- 
same village Bódinayanipalle comes a slightly later epigraph belonging to Chóla- 
Chēla-Mahārāja Mahārāja (No. 174). This king might 
e | | be identical with the Chola-Maharaja 
of Nos. 495, 406, and 408 of 1904 waich come from Muddanür in the Cuddapah 
district and No. 517 of 1906 belonging to Muttukúru in the same district. 


47. A fragmentary record secured from Tirumalugandankóttai (No. 49) 
mentions a certain Ovadakittan as the donor of some land, evidently to the 
temple of the place. The king's name is unfortunately missing. Another 
fragmentary inscription irom Küttanür in the Tanjore district (No. 109 of 
1927-28) mentions Ovādakūttar (read as Anandavaradakuttar) as the grand- 
. son of Malari-Udaiyar (i.e.), the Tamil poet Ottakkuttar. On paleographical 
grounds both the records may be assigned to the 13th century A.D. But owing 
EEE to the fragmentary nature of the pre-. 

OZNA sent inscription and fer want of. fuller 
details it cannot be definitely affirmed whether the two individuals called. 
Ovādakūttar noticed in the above-mentioned two records are identical. 


48. An inscription from Alagarkoyil (No. 14) without the mention of the 
king's name, but purporting to be an order issued by: the deity while hearing 
the chanting of the hymns of Sathagópa from the car called * Amaitta- 
Narayanan’ in the Tyagafichiriyan street, on the 9th day of the festival in the 
month of Adi, refers to the provision 
made for conducting the Arašami- 
kiman-sandi’ instituted in his name in the temple by Alagan alias Akalanka- 
Nadalvan. In No. 15 from the same place, mention is made of the institution 
of the Arasamikaman-sandi in the name of the ‘Samantanar’. Thus it follows. 
that this Akalańka-Nadalvin was a samanta of a Pandya king or some 
feudatory chief, whose identity is not disclosed in this inscription. This record 
may on paleographical grounds be assigned to the 13th century A.D. A chief 
by name Akalańka-Nadałavan but with the surname Virrirundan Sémandar 
figures in an epigraph from the Trichinopoly district in the time of Rajadhiraja LI 
(A.R. for 1930, p. 80). The chief Akalanka-Nadalvan figuring in the inscrip- 
tion of this year was probably a local chief holding jurisdiction round about 
Madura and distinct from Virrirundàn Sémandar noticed above. 


49. Among the records copied from Pandanallūr there are two (Nos. 117 
and 118) which are in Tamil verse. Of these, No. 118 m" of a maa 
T | stanza in praise of the prowess of 
Kalingan Ellaņ, a Tamil poet. ^ Kalingan Ellan, who is waka as a 
great devotee of Subrahmanya. No. 117 contains three verses in praise of the 
same Kalingan Ellan and refers to Ganēša, Subrahmanya, Annamalaiyar and his 
consort Parvati and the five Saktis surrounding this goddess, as his beneficent 
deities. "This Kalingan Ellan appears to be identical with the author of certain 
Tamil verses engraved in the gópura of the Tiruvannamalai temple (No. 419 of 
1929), where he is referred to by his full name Kalińgarayar Unnamulainayinar 
Ellappar.
